DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment of claims 91 , 98, 1 34, 1 40, 1 43, 1 45, 1 52, 1 54, 1 56, 1 93-1 94, and 
197-199, cancellation of claims 1-90, 94-97, 130-133, 141-142, 179-192, addition of 
claims 200-221 and a terminal disclaimer filed on September 14, 2010 is acknowledged. 
Claims 91-93, 98-129, 134-140, 143-178 and 193-221 are pending in the application. 
No new matter has been found. Since newly added claims 200-221 are commensurate 
within the scope of the invention, claims 91-93, 98-129, 134-140, 143-178 andl 93-221 
are prosecuted in the case. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The rejection of claims 140, 143-178 and 193-199 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph has been overcome in the amendment filed on September 14, 2010. Since 
claims 141-142 have been canceled, the rejection of claims 141-142 under 35 U.S.C. 
112, first paragraph has been obviated herein. 

3. Since the terminal disclaimer against Harats et al. '452 has been approved in the 
Office, the rejection of claims 91-93, 98-129 and 134-139 under the obviousness-type 
double patenting over Harats et al. '452 has been overcome in the amendment filed on 
September 14, 2010. Since claims 94-97, 130-133 and 179-192 have been canceled, 
the rejection of claims 94-97, 130-133 and 179-192 under the obviousness-type double 
patenting has been obviated herein. 

4. Claims 91-93, 98-129, 134-140, 143-178 and 193-221 are neither anticipated 
nor rendered obvious over the art of record, and therefore are allowable. A suggestion

for modification of references to obtain the instant compounds has not been found. 

Claims 91-93, 98-129, 134-140, 143-178 and 193-221 are allowed.
